It is important to realize that there 
are different types of Reds in the Un- 
ited States and in the world.

| World Government, and for erasing all 
{national lines in the world. They want 
\to change our republican form of gov- 
| ernment. 
| 4.> Last but not least, the Fabian 
|'Reds, about-whom this article is writ- 
‘ten. Their tactics are to take control 
of the world by trickery, propaganda 
|and deception, using any organization 
|to gain their ends. They differ from 





|the Russia Communists; they do not 
| use mass murder — they are smoother, ° 


|inore polished and gentlemanly. But 
| they cooperate with the Russian Com- 
munists and provide many respectable 
looking fronts for Communism. 


If the American form of govern- 
ment is destroyed, these groups will 
fight’ it out among themselves as to 
which group will control; just so did 
they do in Spain after Communism took

If President Truman, in asking the 


- taxpayers for four hundred million 
dollars to send to Greece and Turkey, 
is prompted by a fear of world’ Com- 
munism, he will see that the Reds are 
really stopped here at home. But if 
he made that speech regarding Com- 
munists in Washington just so the U. S. 
would back his apparent anti-Com- 
munist plan abroad, if he now turns 
the enforcement of this proposed Red 
purge in the U. S.-over to international 
Reds, then we may expect to see the 
real Communists passed up and anti- 
Communists jailed under the heading 
of subversives or native fascists. 

If this latter plan is followed, we will 
know that President. Truman unfor- 
tunately is not concerned with pro- 
tecting the people of Greece and Tur- 


key, or with protecting his own Ameri- 


can people against the evil of Com- 
munism, but that he is thinking of the 
oil in Persia . . or, which is more 
plausible, he is being advised by Fab- 
ian Reds and former Rhodes scholars 
who wish to save the British Empire 
for the Fabian Reds.. The Fabians 
expect to unite at least the United 
States and Great Britain under such 
men as Harold Laski, who made a re- 
cent trip to see Stalin.

The Fabian Jubilee. 

One of the outstanding political 
events recently witnessed in England 
was the Jubilee of the Fabian Society 
held in commemoration of its founda- 
_ tion in 1884. Presided over by Prof. 
Harold 


Laski, it was addressed by many, 


important speakers, among whom were 
to be found Prime Minister Clement R. 


Attlee, Herbert Morrison, who is Lord 
President of. the Council; Miss Ellen 


Wilkinson, who is Minister of Educa- 
tion, and John Strachey, Minister of 
Food.

the “Christian Science Monitor’? and upon the backgrounds. of at least some 


published by that newspaper in_ its 
November 5, 1946 issue, gave the 
names of some of the prominent Fa- 
bians of long standing and foremost 
in the list was the British Prime Min- 
ister himself, who has been a Fabian 
for nearly forty years. Others included 
George Bernard Shaw, Mr. and Mrs. 
Sidney Webb, Sidney Oliver, Annie 
Besant, H. G. Wells, Susan Lawrence 
and Miss Margaret Bondfield. It was 
also told how the Webbs started the 
London School of Economics with two 
rooms in the Adelphi and ten thousand 
pounds. ‘‘Today,” according to the 
Monitor’s correspondent, ‘Sts alumni 
do the economic planning for the Eng- 
lish-speaking world.”’ 


The London School of Economics 
is an unique institution in that it has 
only one department, the Department 
of Social Sciences. Of course, the so- 
cal sciences are quite inclusive in that 
they include history, philosophy, polit- 
ical science, economics, sociology and 
other similar subjects. 

Sir William Beveridge was director 
of the school from 1919 to. 1937. The 
present British ~Prime Minister, Mr. 
Clement Attlee, lectured at the school 
for ten years, from 1913 to 1923. The 
school is as international as the United 
Nations and became, as far as the social 
sciences are concerned, a world finish- 
ing school. For instance, in one year, 
out of 1,445 regular students, there 
were 94 from America and a total of 
399 from overseas. 
were 75 Chinese students. Today its 
alumni are to be found in important 
posts all over the world. 

It appears that, according to leading 
Fabians, the impact of Fabian philos- 
ophy and influence is not limited to 
English-speaking nations, because an 
AP correspondent from London on 
November. 3, 1946, quoted a telegram 
sent to the Jubilee gathering by George 
Bernard Shaw. Mr. Shaw said, “The 
Fabian Society, having made Russia a 
great Fabian state, has new to make 
Wallace succeed Franklin Roosevelt 
as President of the United States.” 

Whether or not Shaw was serious 
when he sent the telegram and gave 
either the credit er the blame, depend- 
ing on oné’s point of view, to the Fa- 
bians for what has taken place in Rus- 
sia, remains to be seen. 

But evem so, the story about the 
Fabian rally and Shaw’s telegram to 
the assembled Fabians has caused many 
to ask, ““Who are the Fabians?”’ 


The general history of the Fabian 
movement has already been discussed 
quite at length in past bulletins.. To try 
to give thumbnail sketches of all the! 
leading Fabians would require a large-| 
sized volume.

As stated before, Mr. Attlee was 
a lecturer at the Fabian School of Ec- 
onomics for ten years. Mr. Attlee was

MISS ELLEN. WILKINSON. Not 
‘only Minister of Education in England 
but one of tHe very few women who 
were full delegates to the United Na- 


tions Assembly held in London earlier © 


in 1946. Miss Wilkinson, born in 1891, 
joined the International Labour Party 
in 1912 and by 1923 was elected as a 
Communist to the Manchester City 
Council, having joined the Communist 
Party at its formation in 1920. In 1924 
she resigned from the Communist Par- 
ty but that did not in any way interfere 
with her activities on its behalf. Miss 
Wilkinson has toured the United States 
several times, being a favorite lecturer 
for the League for Industrial Democ- 
racy, which was the new name taken 
in 1921 by the Intercollegiate Socialist 
Society, which was one of the main 
vehicles by which Fabianism was in- 
troduced into America. 

JOHN STRACHEY. Another im- 
portant speaker at the Jubilee was Mr. 
Strachey ,British Minister of Food. He 
holds one of the dubious distinctions 
of being one of the few persons to have 
been barred from the United States for 
Communist activities. Even his Com- 
munist supporters were not able to pre- 
vent his arrest in Glencoe, Illinois, in 
1935. His book, “The Coming Strug- 
gle for Power,” was praised by Laski 
who termed it ‘‘An attractive and inter- 
esting exposition of the case of Com- 
munism . . 

As for Harold J. Laski, the Webbs, 
Sidney Oliver, Annie Besant, and the 
‘others, they have already been dis- 
cussed more or less in previous issues. 
Sir William Beveridge came in for 
attention in connection with the so- 
called British Beveridge Plan, which 
has been adopted by the English as 
their version of social security. 

By an odd coincidence, if it be such, 
there is a, striking similarity between 
the New Deal patterns outlined by the 
planners who engineered our own Am- 
erican version, by Col. E. M. House, 
Stuart Chase, by Mr. Israel Moses 
Sieff’s Political and Economic Planning 
|group which emerged from the Fabian 
Society’s inner circle, and the one now 
visible in the United Nations program.
